Pius, reported recovering from par- 
tial paralysis of his lower legs, today 
cancelled his usual Christmas Eve 
audience with the College or Car- 
dinals and the Papal Court. 


The 79-year-old Holy Father re- 


luctantly ordered Invitations recalled 
upon the advice of his physicians, 
prelates said. 


Informed sources said the pontiff 


was impressed by the fact that every 
unusual exertion during the last few 
days had been followed by a period 
of weakness. 


Instead of receiving the cardinals, 


the Pope will see them individually 
during the next few days In his sick 
loom. 


Again last night, doctors kept a| 


constant vigil over the Pope, nearing 
the close of his 80th year, to quiet 
his sleep when shortness of breath 
caused him to gasp and stir in his 
bed.

pacelli, papal secretary of state, had 
taken over temporary direction of 
eccelsiastical affairs.

in great pain from legs so swollen 
they were partly paralyzed.

This history was referred 
to as "the story of the junior high 
school that was to have been erected 
in m5" and started with the orig- 
inal movement In the Common Coun- 
cil back In 1934 when Alderman Ep- 
stein first brougft the matter to the 
attention of the Common Council.

"The one and only feasible thing;

Not Guilty, Says 


Jury in Action 


Against Gillette 


The case of The People against 


DuBols Gillette of Port Ewen. a for- 
mer U. S. assistant district attorney 
In New York city, who was charged 
with leaving th* seen*'of an acci- 
dent, was finally nettled Friday Bight 
after 
several postponements. The 


action was tried before Justice Lou- 
IR D. Sahler and a Jury In the town 
hall at Stone Ridge and resulted la 
a verdict of not guilty. 
The defendant was represented at 


the trlnl by Joseph M. Campbell, who 
Is associated with N. H. Fessenden. 
Louis Druhn appeared for the dis- 
trict attorney's ofllce. 
The action arose from an accident 


which happened on the Ellenvllle- 
Klngston road, In the town of Mar- 
bletown. on the afternoon of July Ifi 
laat. when a car driven by Joseph 
Burke of Brooklyn, who was accom- 
panied by Christian Muller of the 
same city, was In collision with a car 
driven by Gillette. 
Both cars were 


damaged and the occupants sustained 
Injuries. 
Muller was treated at the 


hoipltal and later Gillette was taken 
to the Benedictine Hospital, where 
he remained under 
treatment 
for 


some time. 
The accident happened early In the 


afternoon and It was some time aft- 
erward that Gillette was arrested at 
a place on the Saugerties road, by 
Trooper Arthur Rellly. Gillette, who 
was charged with leaving the scene 
of the accident, was taken to the hos- 
pital for treatment. 


At the trial Friday night Trooper 


Rellly and Burke and Muller, occu- 
pants of the other car, testified for 
the prosecution. Gillette took 
tho 


stand In his own defense and testified 
that he had not left the scene of the 
accident until he bad given his name 
to the other parties, that he had gono 
to Dr. W. F. Bush's office for treat- 
ment and that he had reported the 
case to the sheriff's office. 
Dr. Bush 


was also called by the defense and 
testified to having treated Gillette 
for injuries sustained.

Superintendent B. C. Van Ingen ha 
set forth accurately and in detail the 
schoolhouslng conditions existing In 
the city.
